From the time we became a free people to the time | 


ofthe treaty with England; under Jay’s embafly, 
we have no reafon to complain of the French, as 
thewing a difpefition inimical to us, during which 
time, the Britifh took a great number of our trading 
veflels, imprefied our feamen and compelled them 
to fight their battles againft the French. Thecow- 
ardly treaty made by Jay with Esgland gaye caufe 
for refentment tethe French. They have fince that 
period taking our trading veffels, but they have not 
vilainovfly prefied oar feamen to fight their battles, 
That French remain diffatisfied and fafpicious is not 
to be wondered at, when we contider the remarka- 
able partiality fhewn tothe Britihh, As to the evils 
likely to follow, or happea in confequence of a war 
with France, they mutt appear, to every unbiaffed 
thinking man, terribly deftrafive te our fafety and 
future profperity ; to defcribe them might fill a vo- 
lume, Confider of the divifion among oarfeives; is 
there no danger of a civil war? We cannot goto 
war without loofing men and accumulating 2 heavy 
debt, which will be felt by every ope in the taxing, 
provided our ¢ountry and government remain in 
our poffefion ; which appears doub:ful if we become 
too clofely connedtd with the deceitful court of Eng- 
land. In thort, Jay’s treaty appears to be the fpring 
from whence our difcontents and dangers take their 
nourifement. Itis fair reafoning which leads to 


truth; the prefeat condact of france is the only part 
of the bufinefs, viewed by too many, and that con- 
du& is falfely rprefented ; this appears very evident. 
My fellow citizens, I with you to view this concern 
in its true light, diveRed of every tinfture of party

Mo has been faid at different periods of 
the world on this fubject.. many expedients 
have been tormed by ingenious {peculatitts for the 
attainment of this fubjunary felicity, various have 
been the plans propefed to facilitate the acquifition 
of this phantom of the imagination; as if it were 
poilible for the powers ofthe human intelect, to re- 
main ftationary under any fituation, we can be pla- 
ced in. Corpo-eal gratifications we all know are of 
tranfient duration, and many of them, even thofe 
accounted che moit exquifitely plesfing, not only 
faciave but cifguit and languor ficeced. 

Intellectual enjoyments which ceruin!y are the 
mott alluring are evanefitent and fleeting : feldom af. 
fording that pleafing g-atifcation which our fangu- 
ine expeCations, vainly entictpated. It may natu- 
raliy be demanded, what is the caafe of this grevi- 
aus difappointment. Wher we enquire wey the 
miad never enjoys unmixea felicity ia chis (tate of ex. 
ilteace, the principal reafon appears to me to be this, thar 
we often promife ourtelves yreater degrees of hapy'- 
neis, than the nature of things caa poflibly beftow; 
when we are in purfuit of any promifiing gratficati- 
on, we generally contemplate it in aa abhrat fenfe, 
as not being connefted with contingent concome- 
tants? Thoughwe readily grant that all haman 
joys are icoperfect, we areapt to eatertain a meatal 
refervation ia favoer of eur owe fagacity and prad- 
ecce; and that mén frirtrate the end of gratificati- 
on by fome injudicious management for wich they 
are Only culpable; but waich we tru our nicer 
judgement would turn to a better account. 

The various ways by which the vanity ef man de- 
ceives him, and counteracts eveo his beft refolutions, 
are fo numerous that no perfon in any degree acquainted 
, with himfelf will deny that, on many occafions he has 
| conceived thoughts of his own fuperior prudeace and 
| diferetion, that he would be afhamed to own. From 
| thefe miftaken conclufions in our own favour, we are 
‘led to form fallacious notions of the ature of human 
| happinefs. From entertaining felfe notions of human 
‘felicity in the enjoyments of thé various pleafares euat 
‘the God of Nature has wifely provided for us, men 
have been led to pronounce all things vanity ani vex. 
ation of fpirit. This confeMioa, thovgh frem the 
wifeft of men does not appear to me to de ground- 
ed on a rational judgment, or a juft eitimate of 
the grand fcheme of the creator of ail thiags, 
who could not provide any thing that was not ul- 
timaiely wife and good. [f we preierve ou:f-lves 
untainted by vice which is conilactly holding forth 
its illufive joys, we may find ih the entervals of our 
leafere moments hararlefs amufements that will leave 
no fling behind them. Youth, full of gay thoughts. 
and rleafing expeGations, imagine that they will 
find ia a fuli feepe of exquidte gratw4cazions, as much 
happinefs in a few months as in the gradation of 
human pleatures, are experienced in a whole age. 
Thus deluded by his owa vanity he rushes into eve- 
ry {cene of diffipation ruins his conftitution and for 
tune, and often in the end falls by his own hand.— 
But ifon the other hand we cultivate the habits of 
virtue, we thall not inthe end. have a juft canfe to 
declare that all is vanity; and that life is a babble. 
Tenocent p!cafares will be the attendants of virtue. 
as pain remorfe, and. mifery are the’ oatural confe- 


quences of vice.

blame. Without entering into an invidious recapitula- 
tion of thofe parts of his adminiftration, which in our 
opinion hate had an unfortunate tendency to produce 
this mifunderftanding, it is cértain that the United 
Statesare placed in a fituation in which more than com- 
mon wifdom and prudence are neceflary to prevent a 
war «ith France. ) 

Deprecatiny fach an event as the worft of evils, 
and firmly believing that harmony and a good under- 
ftanding may yet be reftored by moderation and for- 
bearance; we deem it afacred duty to bear the moft 
public teftimony againft the expediency of arming our 
vefiels, as lately recommended by the Prefident. 
Withovt exprefiing any doubt on the Conftitutionality 
of his interfering in this way, we perceive no fubfantial 
advantage to be derived from it. Jt wiil afford but a 
precarious fecurity to our commerce, and may expofe 
our fellow citizens, who are taken ia arms, to the mol 
rigorous treatment... It will fhut the door againft con 
ciliation, and mutt inevitably terminate in open war. 
The evils refulting from fach a ftate of things are in- 
calculable, It cannot be neceflary to enumerate thofe 
which are moft certain and obvious. The greatett 
enthnfiatt for war cannot point out any advantages which 
in the mott favorable event can compenfate for the dif- 
trefe and ca'amity which ever attend*it. It may effer 
to the ambitious and enterprifing profpects of glory or 
arin 3 but the great body of eitizens have nothing to 
expect but new and ‘heavy taxes, accompanied» with 
every fpecies of mifery and calamity. 

Trulting, as we do, that war may yet be avoided 
with honor and a due regard to our national rights, 
we repofe curfelves with confidence oa the Legiflature 
of the United States. Tothem do we look at this in- 
terefting~at this awful moment: To them has the 
Conttitution mof wifely confided the right to make 
war. From them, therefore, do we expect fuch dil- 
creet and temperate meafures, as will yet preferve the 
peace and effentia! interefts of our country. If, how- 
ever, direful neceflity, which we hope does not yet ¢ex- 
ift, thould think war with all its calamities unavoidable, 
we fhall meet it with fortitude, and give them every fup- 
port becoming freemen, republicaas and good citizens:

Captain Dade informs, that a few days previous to 
his leaving England,.an additional duty of 6 pence 
per pound was laid on all ‘Tobacco imported into Great 
Britain. Our minifter, Sir. King, bad notified to 
the American captains that a convoy was granted there 
by the Britith government. Captain Dade’s thip was 
obliged to ccme out ia ballaft, as no infurance cou'd be 
had on American veffels which were not armed. Mott 
ofthe American vefiels in England were arming. 

Captain Dade was boarded by a French privateer ia 
the Britifh channel. . As foon as fhe came within maf- 
quet fhot, the.privateerfmen commenced a firing with 
{mall arms, which they kept up till they got on board 
ofthe Bellona, when they fell to pillaging. On cap- 
tain Dade’s exhibiting his papers, the officers of the 
privateer informed him, that they had had pofitive in- 
formation of her being Beith property; but that he 
was now convinced fhe was bona file American, and 
obliged his crew to return every article which captain 
Dade or his men could reco!lect to have buen taken.
